How  does  one  be  a  smart  coin 
buyer?  By  smart  buyer  I  am  not 
referring  to  investing,  future  price 
predictions,  etc.  I  am  targeting 
how  you  can  make  the  best,  most 
intelligent  use  of  your  coin-buying 
dollars  right  now,  whether  you  are 
buying  well-worn  large  cents  or 
Proof  double  eagles. 

As  a  dealer  since  1953, 1  have 
seen  a  lot  of  people  come  and  go  in  the  coin 
market  In  the  process  I  have  come  to  know 
why  some  buyers  are  smarter-much 
smarter-than  others. 

I  share  my  observations  with  you: 


Key  to  Success  No.  1 

Although  this  might  sound  trite,  it  is  a 
fact  that  those  who  make  the  most  money  on 
their  collections  or  coin  investments  are 
those  who  know  the  most.  How  do  you  learn 
about  coins?  The  easiest,  cheapest,  and  most 
effective  (isn’t  it  ideal  that  these  come  to¬ 
gether)  way  is  to  read  about  coins. 

If  I  were  to  suggest  to  you  that  before  you 
buy  a  single  Morgan  silver  dollar  of  the  type 
minted  from  1878  to  1921,  you  should 
become  a  well-read  expert,  you  would  prob¬ 
ably  think  that  the  advice  was  good,  but  for 
you  not  practical. 

There  is  an  easier  way:  Pick  just  one 


variety,  say  an  1885-CC  Morgan  dollar.  Con¬ 
sult  whatever  references  you  have  on  hand, 
which  might  include  the  Guide  Book,  The 
Coin  Dealer  Newsletter,  Numismatic  News, 
Coins,  COINage,  Coin  World,  and  others. 
What  is  the  mintage?  What  is  the  weight  of 
the  coin?  Who  designed  it?  In  what  grades 
are  1885-CC  dollars  usually  found  (you  may 
be  surprised  to  learn  that  VG-8  coins  are 
great  rarities  compared  to  MS-65  coins!), 
what  are  the  market  values?

CONGRATULATIONS  to  R.  Henry  Norweb,  Jr.,  for  a  job  well  done  as  president  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  since  1990.  He  has  announced  his  intention  to  step  down 
following  completion  of  his  current  term  in  October  1994.  Having  known  Mr.  Norweb  for 
quite  a  few  years,  we  certainly  appreciate  how  fortunate  the  ANS  has  been  to  have  had  his 
services. 

SPEAKING  OF  THE  AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY,  a  recent  news  release 
observes  that  “after  more  than  80  years  at  the  Audubon  Terrace  Museum  Complex  in 
northern  Manhattan,  the  ANS  is  considering  a  move  that  will  permit  it  to  perform  its  mission 
better,  improve  its  service  to  the  public,  and  provide  better  access  to  the  American 
numismatic  community  as  a  whole.”  The  announcement  went  on  to  note  that  “while  the 
first  preference  is  to  find  another  location  in  New  York  City,  the  ANS  wants  to  insure  that 
it  has  a  range  of  possibilities  that,  may  include  other  cities  as  well.”  The  ANS  currently  has 
a  staff  of  26  people,  including  10  professional  numismatists.

On  Being  A  Smart  Buyer 

(continued  from  page  1) 

By  focusing  on  just  one  coin,  you  can 
become  an  expert  on  an  1885-CC  dollar,  or 
other  coin  of  your  choice,  in  a  half  hour  or 
less!  Of  course,  you  won’t  know  everything 
about  the  1885-CC,  but  you  will  know  a  heck 
of  a  lot  And,  reading  about  coins  can  be  fun. 

NoVv,  it’s  time  to  buy  an  1885-CC  dollar 
(or  other  coin  you  have  studied).  What 
should  you  look  for?  Here  are  some  of  the 
things  I  look  for  when  I  seek  to  buy  a  nice 
1885-CC  for  our  inventory: 

Key  to  Success  No.  2 
Is  it  in  the  technical  grade  (MS-63,  MS-64, 
etc.)  claimed  by  the  seller?  If  it  is  certified  (in 
a  “slab”)  do  I  agree  with  the  grade  marked? 
If  I  don’t  agree,  I  reject  the  coin  on  the  spot 
If  I  do  agree,  I  proceed  to  the  next  item: 

Key  to  Success  No.  3 
Is  it  well  struck?  Whether  a  coin  is  well 
struck  depends  upon  its  variety.  In  the  case 
of  the  1885-CC,  well-struck  coins  are  avail¬ 
able  in  the  market,  and  you  should  not  buy 
one  otherwise.  (However,  if  you  were  study¬ 
ing  the  1891-0  Morgan  dollar,  it  would  be 
good  to  know  that  this  is  an  issue  that  nearly 
always  comes  weakly  struck;  knowledge 
again). 

Key  to  Success  No.  4 
Does  it  look  “nice”?  No  matter  what 
technical  grade  it  might  be  in,  if  it  does  not 
have  an  attractive  appearance,  then  I  won’t 
buy  it.  I  will  only  buy  coins  that  I  enjoy 
viewing  and  displaying  as  part  of  my  collec¬ 
tion.  Many  mistakes  are  made  by  those  who 
simply  look  at  the  grade  on  a  slab  and  pay 
their  money,  especially  if  it  is  bargain-priced. 
To  my  way  of  thinking,  an  attractive,  aes¬ 
thetically  appealing  MS-63  is  worth  more, 
and  is  nicer  to  own,  than  a  dull,  unattractive 
MS-64.  Personally,  I  like  Morgan  dollars 
with  deep,  frosty  lustre,  and  with  brilliant  or 
attractively  lightly  toned  surfaces. 


Key  to  Success  No.  5 

Is  the  price  reasonable?  By  reasonable,  I 
don’t  mean  bargain-priced.  In  coins,  as  in 
every  other  walk  of  life,  you  get  what  you  pay 
for.  When  buying  a  coin,  I  will  nearly  always 
pay  more  than  published  “bid”  prices  if  the 
coin  is  choice.  On  the  other  hand,  I  would 
not  pay  half  of  the  “bid”  price  if  the  coin  is 
ugly;  in  fact,  I  wouldn’t  want  it  at  all!  Coins 
are  not  created  equal.  Examine  10  different 
coins  all  marked  with  the  same  grade,  and 
you  can  easily  rank  them  in  order  of  quality. 
What  I  look  for  is  so-called  “high  end”  coins. 

When  buying  coins,  a  good  rule  is  to  pay 
a  fair  price.  Often,  this  means  paying  a  bit 
more  for  quality.  However,  when  time  comes 
for  you  to  sell  (and  everyone  sells  sometime), 
your  penchant  for  quality  will  pay  off.  Per¬ 
haps  you  remember  our  auction  sales  of  the 
Norweb  Collection,  in  which  numerous  pieces 
realized  multiples  of  catalogue  values,  be¬ 
cause  the  quality  was  superb. 


Summary 

You  see,  buying  smart  is  basically  apply¬ 
ing  common  sense,  and  doing  at  least  a  small 
bit  of  studying. 

If  you  have  some  thoughts  on  the  subject, 
drop  me  a  note,  and  in  a  future  issue  I’ll  print 
a  follow  up.

You  Asked 


H.D.  Asks:  I  would  like  to  put  together 
a  set  of  Indian  cents,  and  perhaps  you  could 
advise  me  as  to  whether  grades  such  as  EF 
and  AU  are  better  buys  on  today’s  market 
than  MS-63  or  MS-64. 1  don’t  have  a  great 
deal  of  money  to  spend,  but  I  do  want  nice 
coins.  I  have  been  checking  prices  lately  in 
different  catalogues,  and,  strangely  enough, 
I  have  found  more  1877  Indian  cents 
offered  for  sale  in  the  Uncirculated  grade 
than  at  the  Extremely  Fine  or  AU  levels. 
Also,  prices  seem  to  have  risen  sharply  in 
recent  times  in  the  EF  and  AU  grades,  and 
from  what  I  hear  locally,  a  lot  of  people 
think  Indian  cents  are  going  to  become 
“hot.”  Why  is  this  so,  if  it  is  so? 

Let  me  know  your  advice.  I  really  like 
nice  aesthetic  quality  and  I  like  the  color 
brown.  I  would  rather  have  a  nice,  choice, 
chocolate  brown  circulated  piece  in  EF 
grade  than  an  unattractive  Uncirculated 
piece.  What  do  you  suggest? 

C.C.  Answers:  I  believe  that  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  market  EF,  AU,  MS-63,  and  MS-64  all 
represent  excellent  values.  Many  of  these 
coins  are  cheaper  now  than  they  were  in  the 
1960s— believe  it  or  not!  The  key  word  in 
Indian  cents  is  quality.  There  are  so  many 
ugly,  cleaned  coins  on  the  market  that  these 
keep  “bid”  prices  down  in  various  listings, 
and  also  cause  a  lot  of  frustration  with 
collectors  who  sometime  despair  of  ever 
getting  excellent  quality. 

My  recommendation  is  that  you  give  a 
want  list  to  Gail  Watson  of  our  staff  (if  you 
wish  to  do  this)  and/or  other  dealers  with 
whom  you  would  care  to  place  your  confi¬ 
dence,  outline  your  specifications  (attractive 
brown  color,  nice  surfaces),  the  grade  de¬ 
sired,  and  set  up  some  credit  arrangement 
for  open  account  shipments.  Over  a  period 
of  time  you  should  be  able  to  complete  your 
set  in  good  order. 

We  usually  have  a  nice  stock  of  Indian 
cents  in  the  MS-63  and  MS-64  level,  and  for 
issues  before  1879,  and  lower  grades,  but  we 
are  not  a  good  source  for  EF  or  AU  coins 
1879-1909,  as  we  have  not  kept  stocks  of 
these.  Perhaps  a  local  coin  shop  in  your  area 
could  help  in  this  regard. 

I  have  not  been  keeping  track  of  the 
market  appearances  of  1877  Indian  cents  in 


recent  times,  but  I  do  know  that  truly  Uncir¬ 
culated  pieces  are  indeed  rare.  I  doubt  that 
EF  and  AU  pieces  are  rarer  yet.  Perhaps  they 
sell  more  quickly  out  of  dealers’  stocks  and 
are  thus  advertised  less  frequently,  or  per¬ 
haps  there  is  some  other  explanation. 

Part  of  the  popularity  of  the  Indian  cent 
series  can  no  doubt  be  laid  at  the  doorstep  of 
the  new  book  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian 
Cents,  by  Richard  Snow,  which  has  been 
selling  fairly  well  from  our  book  listing,  and 
undoubtedly  is  likewise  selling  well  else¬ 
where. 


G.F.  Asks:  I  know  that  having  coins 
certified  costs  money.  My  question  per¬ 
tains  to  why  an  MS-65  coin  uncertified 
would  cost  the  same  as  an  MS-65  PCGS 
coin  of  the  same  type,  year  and  descrip¬ 
tion  in  your  catalogues.  Also,  I  wonder 
why  neither  “Trends”  (published  by  Coin 
World)  or  other  pricing  guides  list  two 
different  values.  It  seems  to  me  that  an 
uncertified  coin  should  be  cheaper  than 
others,  due  to  the  buyer  eventually  having 
to  have  the  coin  certified.  I  am  not  criticiz¬ 
ing  you,  just  questioning  this,  as  I  have 
seen  it  quite  often  in  various  numismatic 
publications. 

C.C.  Answers:  We  view  certification  by 
PCGS,  NGC,  or  any  other  service  as  a  third 
party  opinion  for  which  some  clients  find 
desirable.  Personally,  when  buying  coins 
for  stock,  it  doesn’t  make  a  heck  of  a  lot  of 
difference  whether  a  coin  is  certified  or  not. 
If  I  believe  a  coin  to  be  MS-65, 1  will  buy  it 
whether  or  not  it  is  in  a  holder.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  a  coin  is  certified  as  MS-65,  and  I 
believe  it  to  be  MS-63  (which  happens  often 
enough),  I  won’t  buy  it  except  at  an  MS-63 
price  (for  which  it  is  rarely  offered). 

In  other  words,  I  believe  the  coin  stands 
on  its  own  merits.  I  suppose  we  could  charge 
a  premium  for  coins  that  have  been  certified, 
but  to  date  we  haven’t  done  this,  as  this 
would  induce  complications  when  we  re¬ 
ceive  orders— as  the  same  date,  mintmark, 
and  grade  of  coin  would  be  listed  at  two 
different  prices.  We  are  always  learning,  and 
perhaps  our  philosophy  will  change  in  the 
future,  but  right  now  a  certified  coin  costs 
the  same  as  a  non-certified  one.

In  this  issue  we  focus  upon  several 
interesting  numismatic  varieties  which  are 
fascinating  to  own,  but  which  are  very 
inexpensive.  Wouldn’t  it  be  fun  to  own 
them  all? 

1828  Half  cent,  12 
stars  instead  of  the  nor¬ 
mal  13,  the  result  of  a  goof 
in  the  Mint’s  engraving 
department.  Cheap  in 
grades  such  as  VF  and  EF. 

1817  Large  cent,  15 
stars  instead  of  the  nor¬ 
mal  13.  Cheap  in  grades 
from  Fine  through  VF, 
expensive  (but  worth  it)  in 
AU  or  Mint  State.  Cer¬ 
tainly,  this  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  of 
all  19th  century  coins. 

1878  7  over  8  tail  feathers  silver  $1. 
Actually,  you’ll  only  see  a  few  feathers 
peeking  from  beneath  the  7  feathers.
